Hill, and the bond was 
fixed at $3,000. 

Mrs. White did not succeed in mak- 
ingg bond last night, and as she ap- 
peared too ill to be taken to the jail, 
Officer Long remained In an adjotning 
room to where she and her husband 
spent the night. 

*Some Horrible Mistake.’ 

“Dr. Turner is of my 
friends, and there can only be 
terrible mistake in all this,” said-Dr. 
Oliver T. White, the accused woman's 
husband. “I knew nothing of the mat- 
ter,” he added, “until these officers 
came out here, and I am in no position 
to explain it tonight. My wife is too 
ill to talk for herself, but I am certain 
that the matter will be shown to bea 
mistake as soon as it is investigated.” 

That the woman had shown Dr. Tur- 
ner a letter purporting to bear the 
signature of Senator Joseph S. Black- 
burn, of Kentucky, in which he was 
vriting her as her attorney, is the ac- 
cuser’s statement. He claims that Sen- 
ator Blackburn has denied all connec- 
tion with Mrs. White. 

Dr. White is from Milledgeville, Ga., 
and his wife and her father, G. P. 
Harrison, who is here with her, are 
from Somerset. Ky. Dr. and Mrs. 
White were married here last July, and 
according to the statement of Dr. Tur- 
ner the woman was obtaining money 
from him before and after her wed- 
ding. 

Got Money From Dr. Fox. 

Tt {is also stated that she obtained 
$1,400 from Dr. Amos Fox, former post- 
master, and Dr, Fox admitted last 
night that she had secured a sum of 
money from him. He added that ‘the 
had not started any prosecution in the 
case, and declined to discuss it. 

The accusation charges that from 
January to September, 1912, Mrs. 
White borrowed from Dr Turner 
varlous sums, from $125 to $380, prom- 
ising that this would be pald back as 
soon as her estate was administered. 
The accusation also states that Mrs. 
White is not the sole heir to any 
estates in Kentucky or Tannessee; that 
she does not own any government 
bonds; that she does not possess a 
$22,000 house and lot at the corner of 
Edgewood avenue and Elizabeth street, 
all of which the accusation charges 
that she claimed. 

It is also said that she exhibited let- 
ters from a firm of lawyers in Louis- 
ville, in which it was stated that they 
had sold a part of her property and 
would send her $15,000. A denial of 
any connection with Mrs. White is also 
sald to have followed a query to the 
Louisville law office.

Mr. Shelby Smith, Chairman, 
Board of County Commissioners, 
Atlanta—-Dear Sir: I have been re- 
quested by the street committee to 
call your attention to the condition 
of Peachtree street from Sixth to 
Fifteenth streets, There was 4 
delegation of citizens before the 
meeting of the street commit- 
at which time they insist« 
that something be done to relieve 
the terrible condition that this 
street is in and a delegation appear- 
ed before your committee last Sat- 
urday in the interest of the work 
If there is anything that can pos- 
sibly be done to relieve this at once, 
it will be appreciated, as, if the 
street is to stand in its present con- 
dition until spring opens when you 
propose to resurface it, I am afraid 
we will have serious accidents and 
the city will be liable for damages. 

R. M. CLAYTON, 
Chief of Construction. 
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Rather than expose the city to pos- 
sible damages, Captain R. M, Clayton, 
of the construction department, has or- 
dered the holes in the asphalt on 
Peachtree from Sixth to Fifteenth 
streets put in temporary repair. 

The work will begin Thursday 
morning, according to Engineer Nym 
Hurt, who is in charge of the street 
work. The job will cost less than 
$100, but Chief Clayton estimates that 
it will save many hundreds of dollars 
in damages that might be made 
against the city as the result of the 
horrible condition of the street. 

The oity has been relieved of the 
work of resurfacing Peachtree atreet. 


The county has agreed to do the work; +» 


but the city will be liable for damages 
which might originate from an acci- 
dent. The county commissioners have 
promised to start the work just as 
soon as the weather conditions indi- 
cate that there will be no more 


freezes. 
Safer If City Olesed Street. . 

“It would be-safer if the city closed 
the street to traffic,” said John E. 
Murphy, a Peachtree resident, Wed- 
nesday afternoon. ‘There is going to 
be a severe accident some day, and the 
city is going to be forced to pay 
heavy damages. The county has agreed 
to do the work out there, but so far 
there is no evidence of a start.’’ 

Chief Clayton, acting on the advice 
of the street committee, addressed the 
letter above to the county commis- 
sioners, and Chairman Orville H. Hall, 
of the street committee, appeared with 
Engineer Hurt before the commission- 
ers in person and urged the necessity 
of immediate action. 

The city engineering department its 
thoroughly alarmed over the condition 
of the street. Chief Clayton said Wed- 
nesday that the city wanted to repair 
the street several weeks ago by filling 
the holes with crushed stone, but he 
abandoned the idea because he was 
censured in the newspapers for wast- 
ing the money of the city on work of 
a temporary character only. 

“All the city can possibly do is to 
repair. the street so as to lessen the 
of accidents,” said Engineer 
Hurt, Wednesday. “I am going to fill 
the holes Thursday morning, and will 
inspect the street every two or three 
days and see that the holes are kept 
filled until the permanent work is 
done.” 

Will Begin Work at Once. 

The county commissioners say that 
the Peachtree work will begin at once. 
It is getting to be a serious matter 
with the residents out in that section 
of the city, and the complgints that 
have poured in on the city construction 
department and members of council 
attest the indignation of the people. 

S. B. Turman, a member of the 
county commission, said Tuesday that 
he would exert all his influence to get 
the Peachtree work started at once. 
He declared that he realized the dan- 
ger to vehicles. and was also aware 
of the liability of the city for dam- 
ages. . 

“The Peachtree work will be one of 
the first projects started just as soon 
as the weather moderates,” he said. 
“Of course, it is well Known that it is 
impossible to do that sort of work in 
cold weather and get good results. The 
county is going to put down pavement

Charlotte was not again sent to school 
until she was 15, where she remained a year, 
as the question of providing for the family 
had become urgent. At 19 she had acquired 
such a general knowledge that she was able 
to teach school. She saved her money, as she 
was filled with an ambition to try and secure 
greater independence as the professor of a 
school of her own. She planned to acquire 
more proficiency in languages on the conti- 
nent, and through the aid of an aunt who 
advanced her money she and her sister Emily 
became pupils at a school in Brussels... They 
worked hard, but were hastily called back to 
England before the year had expt!red on ac- 
count of the illness of their aunt, who died 
shortly after their return. 


A point that the literary world has long 
found a fascinating subject for discussion is 
as to how Charlotte Bronte, the English nov- 
elist, acquired the extraordinary knowledge 
of life that she reflects in her “Jane Eyre.” 
That novel, which created a sensation when 
it was published, was accredited, on the title 
page, to Currer Bell, and for some time the 
world was wondering who was this remark- 
able woman who knew so much about the 
many interesting phases of life at that 
period. 

And they marveled still more when they 
found that the writer of this delightful piece 
of fiction, describing accurately and minutely 
the customs and habits of the period, was no 
other than a simple country girl, daughter 
of a country clergyman, brought up to do 
drudgery in the house, with no opportunity 
to acquire any information along the line as 
produced in one of the greatest novels of 
any age of its character. 

Let us look a little into the character of 
the surroundings of Charlotte Bronte and 
for an understanding as to the sensation her 
first great novel created. Her father was a 
strikingly eccentric man. He exacted strict 
discipline among his children, and fed them 
on potatoes without meat to make them 
hardy. He burnt their shoes when he thought 
them too smart, and for the same reason 
destroyed a silk gown of his wife's. 

The climate, as well as the surroundings 
of Haworth, was rough, the children saw lit- 
tle of their father and neighbors, had few 
friends, and used to walk out alone upon 
the moors. When the father finally sent the 
girls to school the arrangements were de- 


Charlotte then became a governess, and 
upon her return home to nurse her devoted 
sister, Emily, she took seriously to literature, 
and in 1848 published “Jane Eyre.” The mys- 
tery of how this country girl, who had seen 
to little of life, could picture it so graphically, 
has brought out a great amount of comment, 
but such wonder might be said with equal 
truth of her “Villette,” for both these books 
will always command attention whatever the 
future of English fiction, by virtue of their 
intensity, their independence and their rough 
individuality. 

Of “Jane Eyre” a noted English reviewer 
said: “Almost all that we require in a nov- 
elist the writer has—perception of character 
and knowledge of delineating it, picturesque- 
ness, passion, and Knowledge of life. Reality 
—deep, significant reality—is the character- 
istic of this book.” And E. P. Whipple wrote 
in “The North American Review:” “The pop- 
ularity of ‘Jane Eyre’ was doubtless due in 
part to the freshness, raciness and vigor of 
mind it evinced, but it was obtained not so 
much by these qualities as by rrequent deal- 
ings in moral paradox and by the hardthaod 
of its assaults upon the prejudices of proper 
people.” 

Where did Charlotte Bronte acquire all 
this knowledge? Where was she able to so 
charmingly understand character as she de- 
scribes it in her book? She never had any 
associations, up to the time of fts writing, 
with people who would have broadened her 
mind to this extent. Literature contains very 
few successes under the same circumstances, 
and while much has been written on the 
subject, nobody has come to any substantial 
conclusion as to how Charlotte Bronte was 
able to do it.

“In order that these changes shall be 
effective in a convention to nominate 
a president they must be made before 
that convention and that can be done 
only by a special convention. The na- 
tional committee ts still bound by the 
old rules which were adopted bv the 
convention of 1880. They will have to 
call the next convention just as they 
did the last one, under these rules, un- 
less a special convention is called to 
make the changes which certainly 
ought to made.”

So South Carolina Judge Holds 
in, Passing on “Blind 
Tiger’ Cases. 


Anderson, S. C., February 19.—In 
South Carolina the buyer of whisky 
from a blind tiger is guilty of a viola- 
_tion of the law and is punishable just 
‘as is the seller, according to a decree 
|handed down today by (Circuit Judge 
‘Shipp in dismissing several appeals 
| from the recorder’s court of this city 
| The defendants convicted in record- 
| er’s court of the charge of transporting 
contraband liquors appealed on the 
Zround that they were acting as agents 
for purchasers and that the whisky was 
not contraband because it was to be 
used for a lawful purpose. The defend- 
ants stated that they~ secured the 
whisky from a blind tiger, naming the 
man, and they merely carried the whis- 
'ky from the tiger to. the purchaser. 

Judge Shipp stated that the defend- 
ants Knew the whisky was contraband 
when it was in the hand of the blind 
tiger and that its character did not 
change when it passed into the hands 
of the defendants, although it may 
have been obtained by them fora lawful 
purpose,

Building at Washington Col- 
lapses—Laborers Escape.

Washington, Ga, February 19.— 
(Special.)—The Masonic building was 
almost completely wrecked here this 
afternoon when the wall on the north 
side of the two-story brick structure 
gave way, entailing a four-thousand- 
dollar joss.

ROCKEFELLER’S GIFT 
OF HUNDRED MILLIONS 


Washington, February 19.—The pro- 
posed $100,000,000 Rockefeller founda- 
tion for benevolent purposes constitu- 
tes the safest disposition that can be 
made of that portion of John D. 
Rockefeller’s immense fortune, is the 
conclusion expressed in a majority 
report by the senate judiciary com- 
mittee presented to the senate today, 
recommending the passage of the 
Rockefeller foundation bill. 

“This money is now in the control 
of a private individual, who could, if 
he chose, direct its use to purely pri- 
vate ends for a considerable period 
after his own death,” says the report. 
“Instead of this he proposes to place 
it, subject to congress, in control of a 
body of men now actually administer- 
ing well-known charities of acknowl- 
edged usefulness,” 

In an opposing report Senator Cul-

HEALTH OFFICIAL 
CONDEMNING CATTLE 


Inspection to Continue Today, 
Eighty Tubercular Cows 
Being Found Already. 


With the expectation of finding quite 
@ number of tubercular cattle around 


Atlanta, in addition to the eighty dis-} 


covered during the first three days of 
this week, city dairy inspectors and 
state veterinarians will be busy today 
and the rest of this week inspecting 
the herds of the various dairies in the 


city’s vicinity. 

The work is a part of a state-wide 
Campaign against tuberculosis which 
Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state veterina- 
rian, is conducting. Dr. J. P. Kennedy 
and Dr. Claude A. Smith, city health 
officers, are cu-operating with him, and 
the state and city inspectors are work- 
ing side by side for the protection of 
the people from infected milk. 

The two dairies that were found to 
have infected cows were both on the 
Flat Shoals road. At the dairy of E. B 
Crane, fifty-four out of seventy-nine 
cows were found to be tubercular. At 
the dairy of W. P. Browning twenty- 
seven out of thirty-seven were infected. 
Mr. Crane had been selling eighty gal- 
lons of milk a day in Atlanta, and Mr. 
Browning had been selling twenty-five 
gallons. 

Half a dozen other dairies havea also 
been inspected, however, with the dis- 
covery of only two or three tubercular 
cows in all, prior to the two dairies on 
herd infected, and these they are de- 
lieved by the health officials to have a 
higher percentage of infected cattle 
than any other dairies. However, they 
believe that others have a part of the 
herd infected, and these the yare de- 
termined to find. The cows condemned 
by the health authorities are usually 
slaughtered, and ordinarily cannot be 
used even for beef. In some instances 
they may be quarantined and after a 
number of weeks may be sold for beef. 
But they are unconditionally con- 
demned for future use at any time for 


milking purposes.

TO. ATTEND WOMAN'S 
TRIAL, M’NAUGHTON 
IS AGAIN RESPITED 


Dr. W. J. McNaughton, under 
tence to die on February 28 for the 
murder of Fred Flanders in Emanuel 
county nearly two years ago, was re- 
spited yesterday by Governor Joseph 
M. Brown. The date for his execution 
was set for May 9, 1913. 

By this time it is expected that Mrs. 
Fred Flanders, who was indicted joint- 
ly with Dr. McNaughton, will be given 
trial for her alleged conspiracy against 
her husband. Although she was in- 
dicted at the same time as 0Dr. 
McNaughton, and he was given a 
speedy trial and convicted of murder, 
Mrs. Flanders has never yet come to 
trial. Believing that the woman's case 
should be decided one way or another 
before the man pays the death penalty, 
Governor Brown granted a respite for 
Dr. McNaughton last November, the 
woman's trial then being set for Jan- 
vary. It has now been postponed till 
the April term.

Beal Sneed, banker, testified 
that when ue shot and killed Al G. 
Boyce, Jr., ranchowner, at Amarillo, 
Texas, last September Boyce was try- 
ing to draw a revolver. Boyce recog- 
nized him, he said, as he came to the 
street from the cottage he had rented 
weeks previously, but no words were 
spoken. Sneed was armed with a 
shotgun, the property his father. 

Sneed was on the witness stand six 
hours today, and when court adjourned 
his cross-examination had not been 
completed. His recital was dramatic. 
At times his voice sana to a whisper, 
and he seemed on the verge of col- 
lapse. Again he fairly shouted his re- 
piles to questions, and his resentment 
was evident. 

Sneed Practiced Shooting. 

He related in detail the disruption 
of his home, the elopement of Mrs. 
Sneed and Boyce to Canada, and said 
that after reclaiming his wife he went 
from place to place, trying to find a 
residence where he could live in peace, 
but was followed everywhere. He tes- 
tified 
that sooner or later he 
and that, after learning 
Was an expert marksmen, 
practiced shooting until he 
ficient.

COTTON MARKET WEAK 
ON FREE OFFERINGS 


Market Opened With September 
Higher—Whole List Weak- 
ened in the Afternoon. 


New York, February 19.—After a 
fairly eteady morning, the cotton mar- 
ket became suddenly weak and closed 
barely steady at a net decline of from 


3 to 17 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 point on September, but 
generally unchanged to 2 points lower, 
in sympathy with disappointing ca- 
bles. There appeared to be a good 
many buying orders around the ring, 
probably representing a renewal of 
vesterday’s covering movement, 48s 
well as some fresh demand, based on 
the steadiness of southern spot mar- 
kets, reports of a more active demand 
for goods in China, a better view of 
the Mexican situation, and the readi- 
ness with which the market had ab- 
sorbed yesterday's heavy offerings. 

Houses with Buropean connections 
were again buyers, particularly of the 
new crop months, and there was some 
demand for May which was said to 
be on orders cabled from Bombay. At 
any rate, the market firmed up right 
after the call, with the active months 
selling about 3 to 7 points net higher. 
The advance was circulated around 
this level so far as the old crop was 
concerned, and after the new crop had 
eold about 8 points net higher, on 
trade buwng and continued covering, 
the whole list weakened. 

Numerous Wall street and up-town 
brokers appeared around the ring with 
big selling orders, and the appearance 
of so much cotton offering seemed to 
revive aggressive bearish sentiment. 
Offerings soon became general, and 
the market closed at the lowest point 
of the day, with old crop positions 
showing net losses of 15 to 17 points. 

Possibly the reported strike of Bar- 
ment workers in Philadelphia inspired 
part of the- afternoon selling, but the 
more general impression appeared to 
be that the absence of more aggres6ive 
ball support and reports of more rapid 
progress with farm work had encour- 
aged a renewal of the selling move- 
ment which had been so active on the 
break of Monday.

WHEAT PRICES EASED 
N NEWS OF SHOWERS 


Latest Trading Ranged From 
One-Quarter to Shade Decline. 
Corn and Oats Down. 


Chicago, February 19.—Showers and 
light snow as far east as the Missouri 
river this afternoon eased off the 
price of wheat. At the close the mar- 
ket ranged from l1-4c net decline to a 
shade advance. Latest trading left 
corn 1-4@3-8c down, oats 1-8@l-4c 
under last night and provisions less 
expensive by 21-2@5 to 6@71-2c. 

Wheat showed its best strength at 
midday. Support at that time and 


earlier in the session was due largely 


to the temporary failure of predicted 
moisture for the winter crop belt. A 
little export business in Baltimore and 
from the gulf cities had a bracing ef- 
fect also on the bull side. Plenty of 
selling orders came out when Kansas 
sent word that a drizzling rain 
had begun. Smaliness of receipts 
northwest were forgotten and s0, too, 
were other bullish factors of more 
doubtful significance. EKxcept in the 
case of the May option, final transac- 
tions gave no evidence of any 
to rally. Primary receipts were 819,- 
000 bushels, against 767,000 a year agv. 
Clearances of wheat and flour equaled 
106,000 bushels. 

Spring-like weather led to specula- 
tive pressure on corn. The market, 
however, wavered a good deal owing 
to the gtubbornness with which the 
bulls upheld wheat. 

Oats followed other 
grade, notwithstanding 
buying of spots. 

Hog receipts furnished a surprise, 
being for the first time recently above 
the total of the 
year ago 
loaded freely, but shorts and new in- 
vestors brought about a steadier feel- 
ing in the end.

BETTER TONE SHOWN 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


Number of Leading Issues Es- 
tablished Gains—Better Feel- 
ing in Foreign Markets. 


New York, February 19.—Pressure 
on the stock market relaxed today and 
the downward movement was checked. 
The undertone was distinctly better 
and at the close a number of leading 
issues had established net gains of 1 
to 2 points. Early in the day, after a 
strong opening, bear traders made a 
move at the market and succeeded in 
sending some stocks to new low points 
for the movement. The list offered 
better resistance than recently; how- 
‘ever, prices soon moved up again.

The change was, to some extent, & 
reflection of the improvement abroad, 
the principal foreign markets exhibit- 
ing a better tone.

News from Mexico held hope of peace 
and fears oftheentanglementof Euro- 
pean powers in the Balkan was 
lessened.
